Ours  is  purely  Oregon  grown  stock,  grown  on  new  ground  each  year  to  guard  against  disease  and  mixing 
of  varieties.  Our  bulbs  are  grown  under  irrigation,  given  careful  and  intensive  cultivation  and  under  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Agriculture  both  in  the  field  and  in  storage.  They  are  triple  treated  against 
thrips,  also  under  personal  supervision  of  representatives  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  We  operate 
under  State  License  No.  251.  Our  warehouse  and  bulb  plantings  are  at  the  State  Capital  where  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  State  Agricultural  Department  are  located. 

Our  bulbs  are  stored  in  an  especially  constructed  frost  proof  warehouse,  in  especially  designed  trays,  are 
carefully  cured  and  cleaned  and  kept  under  the  right  temperature  for  proper  storage.  We  aim  to  give  you  young 
healthy  stock  which  should  produce  only  the  best  results  under  proper  planting.  Do  not  use  manure  or  heavily 
manured  grounds  for  bulbs.  Plant  your  bulbs  in  a  sunny  situation,  if  possible,  water  plenty,  but  not  too  much ; 
give  reasonable  cultivation  and  you  should  have  grand  returns  for  the  modest  investment  our  carefully  grown 
but  reasonably  priced  bulbs  cost  you.  We  ship  bulbs  to  every  state  in  the  Union  and  repeat  orders  coming  to 
us  from  the  same  customers  year  after  year  are  the  best  testimonial  any  product  can  have.
